Mayor Gaynor sailed away from 
Newsy York a fast failing man on the 
morning of Sept. 4, An hour before he 
sailed but one man, his secretary, knew 
of his plans outside of members of his 
immediate family, ©The mayor's ‘an- 
nounced purpose was a brief vacation 
on the ocean. He felt that the tonlu 
effect of the salt alr would restore him 
in some measure to health, 

Tho Baltia was due at Queenstown 
today, The mayor died as he was 
nearing the other side.

Time and Time Again Spears Were Driven into His Body Before He 


Fell—Then His Throat Was Cut by a Native’s Knife—Sick 
Woman Cause of the Northern Tragedy. ; 


Ottawa, Sept. 44—-Oflcial reports 
from Fullerton and Fort Churchill, re- 
celved today by Comptroller Fortesque 
of tho Mounted Police, further confirm 
the report of the death of H. J. Rad- 
ford and George Street at the hands of 
Eskimos near Bathurst Inlet. One re- 
port is signed by F. J. A. Demers, 


‘| superintendent commanding M. Di- 


vision, 

The Information was gathered by 
Sergeant Edgerton. Tho second report 
{fg a copy of.a letter received at York 
factory by G. RA. Ray, manager of the 
Hudson's Bay company for Nelson, 
from H. H. Hall, manager at Chester- 
fleld Inlet. According to tho first re- 
port, Radford and his partner loft Kah 
Nucks on Schultz Vako on March 27th. 
1912, with threa Eskimos and 22 dogs. 
They intended travelling towards 
Bathurst Inlet with Dawson City as 
thelr destination, 

The Eskimo guido stated that tho 
party ‘arrived safely at Bathurst Inlet 
and oamped for the summer, They. 
were there when he left. Later on. 
while this guido was out hunting, he 
mot a party of Eskimos who told ‘them 
that Radford and Streot had been kill- 
od, The caus of this was somo trou- 


ble botween Mr. Street and tho dog 


driver, ; 

_ All prepowations for the start had 
been made when the dog driver refus- 
od to ao, Mr. Street took. the dog 


whip and started to.whip him, It is 
supposed that Radford went to stop 
him, but the native overpowered him 
and ‘drove .a spear through his baok. 


Street started to run towards the sled, 
evidently to~get fis rifle, when he was 


killed {n the same way, also having his 


throat out, Akulak, the gulde, and his 
party, were threatened with death If 


they informed. 


The names of the men who commit- 
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ted the murders are Hul-Ta-Ark and 
Amogiit-Arn-Ik, 

The letter from York factory from 
H. H. Hall, manager of the Hudson's 
Bay company at Chesterfleld, further 
confirms the death of the two men, but 
differs slightly in the details of the 
death struggle, It states that when

(and not Street) struck him with the 
handle of a whip. <A fight ensued and 
Radford fell, speared in the back by 
another native.

He suffered from 
this serious injury for many weeks, but 
finally recovered to a sufficient degree 
to enable him to resume his duties, and 
was apparently none the worse for his 
experience until recently, when the 
wound began to trouble him again. 

Gaynor lived in the midst of con- 
tinual political warfare. 

His career as mayor of New York, 
bore the imprint-of his personallty in 
many striking innovations. As he ex- 
pressed it: 

“T never quarrelled with the orga- 
nization leaders because I was too 
busy. I simply went on and did my 
work from day to day, and I kept their 
hands out of the pubile treasury.”

William Jay Gaynor, newspaper re- 
porter, jurist and politician, who made 
a remarkable record as. “Reform 
Mayor" of New York City, was born as 
the son of a poor farmer nesr Whites- 
town, N-Y., in 1854. He received his 

early education at the public schools

Although opposed by both political 
machines, the reform ticket was elect- 
ed and Gaynor was appointed police 
commissioner, As commissioner his 
most notable achievement was the clos- 
ing of several illegal road houses on 
the Ocean Parkway, the evidence be- 
ing procured, the keepers convicted 
and the whole business cleaned up 
within-60- days. 

Mover to Brooklyn, 

In 1885 Mr. Gaynor moyed to Brook- 
lyn proper and soon found himself ar- 
rayed against the late Hugh McLaugh- 
lin, the democratic boss. When the 
town of New Lots was annexed lo 
Brooklyn in 4889, the boss and his 
friends, with their peculiar foresight, 
purchased, through cummies, the 
Long Island Water company in the 
new addition for $185,000. Their pur- 
pose was to sell it to ithe city and they 
had contracted with the mayor to dis- 
pose of it for $1,500,000. Gaynor de- 
nounced the deal as a swindle, and de- 
clared he would stop it. He had a tax- 
payer's suit started to prevent the con- 
summation of the deal, and eventuaily 
won in the highest court in the state, 
saving the city of Brooklyn — nearly 
31,000,000 and beating the ring out of 
the same amount. 

Next, Mr. Gaynor started out to make 
the elevated roads of Brooklyn pay 
thelr taxes. The Brooklyn political 
ring “stood in" with the traction com- 
panies, and had refused to allow the 
property to be sold for the delinquency. 
Gaynor compelled the traction com- 
panies toe pay about $1,000,000 into the 
city treasury, much to the astonish- 
ment of McLanghlin’s men. Mr. Gay- 
nor fought the ring in various other 
ways, its overthrow being coniplete 
when, in 1893, Gaynor, declining a 
citizens’ nomination for mayor, took a 
nomination from the republicans and 
independent democrats for justice of 
the supreme court, At the same time 
the fusion city ticket, headed by 
Charles A, Schieren, won a sweeping 
Victory. The McLaughlin ring lost its 
power,’ 

Coincident with the overthrow of 
Motaughlin was the annihilation of 
chief of police John Y, MoMane, de- 
mocratio ruler of Coney Island, whose 
nadded list of volers was used to swing 
elections with impunity, During the 
campaign Gaynor had declared that he 
would send MoMane to prison if he 
attempted to debauch the ballot box 
again. On election day Gaynor sent 
watchers to the polling places, having 
first procured an injunction which 
forbade interference with them. Mc- 
Mane's henchmen threw the watchers 
out of the polling booths and the boss 
himself uttered that famous declar- 
ation: “Injunctions don't go here." 
Gaynor threw himself into the work of 
the proseculion and after one of the 
most memorable series of trials in the 
country’s history. McMane and. his 
associates wera sent to prison for 
terms af various length» += 

Ho Declined Governorship. .j... - 

~The next year David B. Hill wanted 
Gaynor \o take the democratic nomin- 
ation for governor, but he declined and 
also refused to accept a nomination for 
Julge of the court of appeals. In 41895 
Gaynor refused the nomination. for 
Mayor of Brooklyn, because it did not 
come from a united democracy. In 
the following year he strongly support- 
ed Bryan and the radical democratic 
national plaiform. He was a candidate 
against McClellan’ for the mayoralty 
nomination in 1903, but was defeated 
by the Tammany influence. In 1906 
he was a leading candidate for the 
democratic gubernatorial nomination, 
but was defeated © and sup- 
ported Hearst. At the election in 
1909 heavas elected ayor on the Tam- 
many ticket, but contrary to expecta- 
tions he maintained an independent 
position and aroused considerable 
enmity among gang politicians by his 
energetic reform measures, On August 
9, 1910, while about to sail on a vaca- 
tion trip to Europe Mayor Gayner was 
shot and seriously wounded by James 
G, Gallagher, a discharged city em- 
ployee. :

LAKE ERIE BATTLE 
IN HONORED TOMB 


Re-interred After teposIne for 
a Century in the Put-in- 
Bay Grounds, 


PEACE CELEBRATION HELD 
BY IMPRESSIVE SERVICES 


Canadian and American Digni- 
tarles Attend Exercises in 
Which British and American 
Flags Entwine, 


Pul-In-Bay, Ohio, Sept. 14—With 
solemn religious services participated 
in Dy representatives of the United 
States and the British Empire, and 
with HOPE ESSN military exercises, the 
remains of the six American and Brit- 
ish officers killed in ‘the battle of Lake 
Eric 100 years ago yesterday, were to- 
day disinterred from the burial plot 
on the shore’ of Put-In-Bay Island, 
where they have reposed for a century, 
and re-interred in the crypt of the 
Perry Memorial. This ceremony. mark- 
ed-the conclusion of the centennial 
celebration of the Battle of Lake Erie, 
commemorating 100 years of peace be- 
tiveen English-speaking people. 

Such hones of the martyrs as had 
survived a century's interment were 
found to be numerous, Dut there was 
no complete skeleton and no mean, of 
identification, ‘The remains had been 
gathered up several days ago and plac- 
ed in a copper-lined, hermetically, seal- 
ed box, and then re-interred in’ the 
same spol, awaiting today’s exercises. 

Religlous Services Senducted. 

‘Upon the arrival of the centennial 
commissioners, distinguished guests 
and the military and naval cadets of 
the oficial party from Cedar Point at 
14 o'clock this morning, a procession 
fonmed at the docks and proceeded to 
tthe anclent burial plot. The copper 
box, containing the remains had been 
taken from its shallow resting place 
and a detail of Rhode Island militia 
men lifted it to the Deautiful funeral 
bier which hed been prepared for its 
reception, 

While this ceremony was in progress 
solemn religious exereises were con- 
ducted by Right Rev. James DeWolfe 
Perry, Jr., Bishop of Rhode Island, re- 
presenting the United States, and Ven- 
erable Archdeacon H. J. Cody, D.D., 
LL.D., rector of St. Paul's ehareh, 
Toronto, for the Dominion of Canada. 

The spectators, eovacing every Inch 
of ground in the 19-aere grove at Pot- 
In-Bay and reaching far away alont 
the shore lines of the harbor, stood 
with uncovered teads in profound 
‘silens. 

Belis tolled in the village churches 
and minute guns were fired from the 
nayal millfia ships in the harbor. 

In Last Resting Place,

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ALBERTA AND SASKATCHEWAN —_, 
STEP-DAUGHTERS OF THE DOMINION 

The news brought from across the seas by Frank A. Walker, member for Victoria, to 
the effect that while the apple owhards and the peach groves of Ontario and British Columbia 
are receiving magnificent publicity at the exhibition at Ghent and at the London offices of 
the Dominion the possibilities of the grain-growing sections of the western provinces are 
heing but meagreiy presented, is very disquieting indeed and indicates, besides, a specific 
breach of faith on the part of the dominion government in its dealings with Western Canada. 

When autonomy was granted and the west came into its own as -self-governing 
provinces the resources were with-held to the dominion on the understanding that, the value 
of the land to the province being dependent upon its settlement and use, the dominion, with 
its extensive agencies for the promotion of immigration, was better equipped to carry on the 
campaign for settlers than the provinces, each acting separately. 

Upon this understanding the central government has drawn hundreds of thousands 
of dollars from the west, the timber dues, coal royalties, land office fees, miners’ licenses and 
water record annuities running into enormous figures from year to year, the total in excess 
of what is returned to the provinces in the form of per capita allowance, an aggregate away up 
in the millions, being presumably available for the promction of settlement. 

Legitimately, every dollar of this money should he spent upon the promotion of im- 
migration, and, being drawn from western resources, the west should have first cali. 
Ontario and British Columbia own their own resources and are immensely rich provinces. 
They are quite able to conduct their own campaigns and have no moral call upon the 
revenues derived from the resources of the western provinces in this behalf. 

When the dominion takes this money to promote immigration to the provinces which 

; own their resources it is working a double injustice. It is depriving those provinces which 

have no resources of their proper promotion expenditures and it ts permitting those prov- 

inces which have retained their resources to eliminate expenditures for promotion which 
they are rightfully entitled to make. 

The liberal government, while in power at Ottawa, always recognized the justice of 
the claim of the west to the greater share of the immigration promoted through the expen- 
diture of monies collected from western resources, and at no time from 1896 to 1911 was 
the claim of the west placed in the background at any of the great.exhibits. The immigration 

literature comprised an effort to direct attention to the free land of the west which the federal 

] government of that time recognized as being virtualty held in trust for the western prov- 

inces, and the early settlement of which it recognized as a duty owing to the west. Since 

the present government has come in there has been a different attitude in the matter of im- 

migration. here is now a distinct slackening off in the effort to bring settlers to the west. 

Ve The returns for the past year show that there were less settlers from across the line than in the 

year before, less settlers of a class whom everyone in the west knows are the kind who come 

to Alberta and Saskatchewan, take up land and go into active farming operations at once. At 

the same time there has been a much larger number of the settlers. from the old country 

directed {0 Ontario and British Columbia, provinces which do not contribute their resources 

toward the promotion of immigration and which should, properly, be called upon to take care 
i of their own immigration, : 

Bek What this policy, if persisted in, will mean to the west will be appreciated by every 

resident west of the lakes. Once let the tide of settlers now flowing into the west slacken up 

or be diverted in another direction and it will be more difficult to start the flow again than 

it was te start it at first, and many times more difficult than fo maintain it, now that it is 

started. 


When it is taken into consideration that this discrimination against the west—a_pun- 
ishment, no doubt, for the failure of the west to support the Rorden government—is being 
carried out with money taken from the sale and exploitation of the resources of the west, 
ihe urgent necessity of securing to this province its own resources will be fully appreciated. 

: The attitude of the liberal government, that of guardianship of the western lands, 

; left some foundation to the contention that the dominion as custodian of the resources 
could be depended upon to get better results in the matter of settlement; but the attitude 
of the conservative government, that of regarding the provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan 
as the step-daughters of the dominion, constitutes the very best reason why Alberta and 
Saskaichewan must have their resources if the west is to preserve its prosperity, 


THE TOP TIER TAKEN OFF 
THE U.S. TARIFF WALL 


By giving its assent to the Underwood tariff bill 
the United States cenate ‘gives the force of law 
to the desire for a reduction of the tariff constantly 
and continuously expressed by the people of 
United States for the past twelve years and, with 
the exception of the abortive attempt in Cleve- 
land's time, makes the first genuine revislon down- 
i ward since the American war. 


The enormous majority of the electors of 
United States believed they were voting effectually 
for a curbing of the privilege on- which monopoly 
Is built when they voted for Roosevelt, but to give 
expression to their desires was impossible through 
the circumstance that Roosevelt did not have 
control of the house and the senate. They voted 
again for a revision downward when they elected 
Taft, but Taft fell into the hands of the organiza- 
tion and his Winona eulogy of the Payne-Aldrich 


ing of these methods at this date will make them 
much less effective than in Cleveland’s time. It 
took fifty years in Great Britain to finally wipe out 
the last vestige of protection, but United States will 
probably accomplish it in much less time.

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TODAY IN DOMINION 
HISTORY, 


On this date, the 41th of Septem- 
ber, 1 1759, the Bnglish troops under 
Wolfe svent on’ board their ships to 
begin the brief voyage that, for thelr 
gallant commander, was to end in vic- 
tory and death. ‘Tho soldiers, some In 
sloops, some in frigates, others in flat- 
bottomed boats, knew that the hour 
for action was upon them. Wolfe, i 
the cabin of the Sutherland, wrote his 
last orders-to his men. He pointed 
out the divistons {n the Canadian army, 
the discontent among the peasantry, 
the departure of Levis for Montreal, 
and underlined the significant sentence, 
“A yigorous blow struck by the army 
at this juncture may determine the 
‘fate of Canada." On the following 
night, when the English fleet glided 
silently down the river, under the dark 
shadows of the overhanging Danks, 
Wolfe, standing in the bow of his doat, 
repeated over and oyer to his com- 
vades the stanza from Gray's elesy, 
which had been published but a few 
years before: 

“The boast of heraldry, the pomp of 
power, 

And all that beauty, all that wealth 

e’er gave, 
Awalt alike the inevitable hour; 

The paths of glory lead but to the 

grave." 

A copy of Gray's Elegy, belleved to 
have belonged to General Wolfe, was 
recentiy discovered. Annotations In 
Wolfe’s handwriting have convinced 
experts of the genuineness of the find. 
The story of the general's recitation of 
the elegy and his remark, ‘I would 
sooner have written that poem than 
take Quebec,"’ has long been @ subject 
of controversy, but the best Hterary 
testimony 4s on the side of Augustine 
Birrell, who declared that its truth 
was proved as conolusively as human 
testimony could prove anything. 

Maeoonnne Peeceerel TSS 
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GRIM WAR HAS INSPIRED 
MANY OF WORLD’S SONGS 

Grim war has been the Inspiration of 
many of the world’s most celebrated 
songs. The French national anthem, 
“The Marseillaise."’ was composed In a 
night in 1792, by Rouget de Lisle, a 
young officer, during the seige of Stras- 
burg. © Germany's patriotic song, “Die 
Wacht am -Bhein," was written in 4840, 
but It remained practically unknown 
until the Franco-Prussian war, when It 
became to the Prussians what the 
“Marsefliaise’’ was to France. A year 
hence, in September, 1914, Baltimore 
will celebrate the centennial of “The 
Star Spangled Banner,” avhich was 
composed by Francis Scott Key after 
the bombardment of Fort McHenry. 

Even-that most-celebrated of drink- 
ing songs, “Wwe Won't Go Home till 
Morning,’’ fouad its inspiration in war, 
The alr was composed by an unknown 
French soldier aftér the battle of Mal- 
plaqnet, which was’ fought 204° years 
ago today, Sept.) 11,4709. The French 
troops suffered severely inv the battle, 
and when night came a’cold, drizzling 
rain aid a shortage of food added to 
their discomfort.’ The trooper-com- 
poser wrote the song on a drumhead, 
and it was designed to cheer his strick- 
en comrades. It immediately attained 
popularity and spread all over France, 
and thence to England and America. 
The French yersion 1s called ‘Mal- 
brouck,” while the English-speaking 
nations render: it’as “We Won't Go 
Home till Morning" or ‘‘For Hg’s a 
Jolly Good Fellow.” Both words afd 
music are so simple as to be remem- 
bered by even the most befuddled 
toper, which perhaps accounts for its 
popularity as a drinking song, 

“Yankee Doodle,” the popular song 
of the American revolution, was com- 
posed during the civil war in England, 
and was originally ‘‘Nankee Doodle,” 
which was one of the nicknames ap- 
plied by the Cavaliers to Oliver Crom- 
well, ‘The Puritans took the air to 
New England, and it was subsequently 
applied to the words of “Yankee 
Doodle.” When Gromwell went to 
Oxford he rode a .small horse, and 
wore “a single feather fastened in a 
macaroni knot.” It was this circum- 
stance that gave rise to.the rhyme, 
“Yankee Doodle came to town upon 

his little pony, 
Stuck a feather in his hat and called 
it macaroni.” r 

During the Amerivan civil war. the 
soldiers found inspiration in ‘Dixle,” 
“John Brown's Body,’? and ‘March- 
ing Through Georgia.’ In the South 
African war the English Tommies went 
wild over “The Absent-Minded Bag- 
gar." 

Perry’s victory on Lake Erie a cen- 
tury ago yesterday gave rise to many 
songs and one of there, “American 
Perry,” was fora time extremely popu- 
lar. During America's war. with Spain 
the Yankee soldiers carried ‘A Hot 
Time’ half way ‘round the slabe, and 
it was’sung from Porto Rico to the 
Philippines. 
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Henry Chandler Beven, merchant, 
philanthropist and jy ‘ist, was born 
in Woodstock, Conn, a century ago 
today, September 41, 1813. He began 
his lang and useful career as a dry 
goods cierk in New York, and in time 
became the head of a large dry goods 
house. He was one of the founders 
of: Plymouth church, Brooklyn; — the 
Tabernacle church in New York, and 
other Congregational churches. — In 
1848 he launched the New York In- 
dependent as a Congregational and 
anti-slavery organ, and was long its 
editor, publisher and proprietor. His 
son, Henry Woleott Bowen, was minis- 
ter to Persia and Venezuela, and in the 
latter. position became a prominent 
figure in international affairs. Another 
son, Glarence W. Bowen, became the 
publisher of The Independent after his 
father’s death in 1896,

PARTY 


Archibishop Ireland, 76 Today, 
Blames Schools for Lax Morals 

Archbishop John Ireland, of St. Paul, 
one of the most distinguished of the 
Catholo ohurchmen of America, will 
be the recipient of congratulations to- 
day on his seventy-fifth birthday. The 
venerable religious leader has won the 
respect and affection of men of all 
orceds. His elevation to the Sacred 
College of Cardinals was long ago pre- 
dicted, but as yet that honor has been 
withheld. 

Born in the green isle, the nama of 
which he bears, on September if, 
{888, Jolin Ireland came to America {2 
buyhood and was educated at the 
Cathedral school in the Minnesota 
capital, Later he studied theo- 
logy in France, and ‘was ordained 
to the Roman Cathollo priesthood In 
1864. During the olvil war he served 
as chaplain of the Fifth Minnesota 
reginient, After the war he beoamé 
rector of the St, Paul cathedral. In 
1875, just 45 years to a day after 
entering the priesthood, he was con- 
secrated hishop of Maronea and ocoad- 
Jutor to Bishop Thomas L. Grace. In 
14884 he succecded to the see of St. 
Paul, and in 1888 he was named arch- 
hishop. 

The Archbishop has always been 
outspoken in his opini;ns, and all his 
utterances command « large and re- 
spectful audience. On the occasion 
of the convention of the Federated 
Catholic socleties in Milwaukeo last 
month, Archbishop Ireland . delivered 
one of the principal addresses, taking 
for his subject “Catholicism and 
Americanism." ‘The most alarming evil 
in Amerioa today, he asserted, ‘Is the 
decay of religion, and, in necessary 
sequence, the decay oz morals. In 
both instances the cause of the de- 
cay Is the enforced secularism of the 
tate sohools." He added: “‘Not against 
State schools as such do I mise ob- 
jections, but as to the method in which 
they work—methods that, whatever the 
theory be, do in fact consecrate secul- 
arism as the religion of Ameirca."* 

Grace MacGowan Cooke, for a quar- 
ter of a century one of the favorite 
Woran authors of America, was born !n 
Grand Rapids, iMch., 50 years ago to- 
day. _ Her education was recelyed en- 
tirely at home, and she was only 44 
when she became the bride of Willlam 
Cooke, of Chattanooga, Tenn. Her 
youth was spent in that olty, where her 
father, Col. John E. MacGowan, wa3 
military commander of the district. In 
her youth she had an ambition to be- 
come an !llustrator, but after her mar- 
riage abandoned that Idea. In be- 
ginning her literary career, Mrs. Cooko 
followed In the footsteps of her older 
sister, Alice MacGowan, who once rode 
alone over a thousand miles in the wild 
mountain regions of the south to ob- 
lain lterary material. Mrs. Cooke be- 
gan contributing to the magazines In 
{888, and from the. first was shishly 
successful. Her initial attempt as a 
novelist was mado in 1902, when, In 
collaboration with Annie Booth Mc- 
Kinney, she published “Mistress Joy." 
In the following year she collaborated 
with her sister, Grace MacGowan, in 
writing “Return, a Story of the Sea 
Islands.” Since then she has written 
“Hulda,” “A Gourd Fiddle," ‘The 
Grapple,” ‘The Power and the Glory” 
and “The Joy Bringer.’ The latter 
novel has been called the American 
“Garden of Allah.” In gaining the 
material for this book Mrs. Cooke 
spent some time among the Hopi In- 
dians, living on the reservation among 
them just as they themselves live, She 
discovered a variety of peach grown 
by the Hopis of the Painted Desert that 
was much more delicious than the Cali- 
fornia peaches. Mrs, Cooke Is quite 
competent to make the comparison, 
since she hag lived in California for 
many years. Mrs. Cooke describes the 
Honis 18 very much resembling the 
Egyptians, and their civilization as being 
about the stone age deyelopment.

There is nothing’ about the appear- 
ance of the Beulah Rescue Home, a 
cheerful white building with turrets 
pointing up info the blue like so many 
finger-guides, situated in the midst of 
green gently rolling fields, lo suggest 
the institution., Whirring past it along 
the grey country road that goes mean- 
dering over the hill 1t looks like a typi- 
cal country house sitting peacefully in 
the midst of its gardens and meadows 
with a couple of fat cows browsing In 
the shade ‘to make the picture com- 

ste, 

Pmt is a wide- hospitable sort of 
yerandah at the front of the house, 
where on sunny days the girl-mothers 
sit and-rock thetr bables to sleep, and 
where in the evenings, dishes washed 
and liearth swept clean, the girls come 
out again to sil with the matron and 
her assistants like one big family and 
talk or dream until the drowsy, set- 
tling-down sort of sound ‘that comes 
from the bushes and the trees reminds 
them that it is time to lock up.

And the girl-mothers who hold: their 
babies iclose to their hearts, and whom 
the pharisees are wont ‘to dub, ‘fallen 
Women" are just a lot of ordinary 
young girls, some of them'with the 
unmistakable mother look in their 
eyes, and others still wide-eyed with 
the innocence of girlhood. True their} 
faces flushed and some there were 
Whose lips trembled as ithe visitors

Spirit World With Ours 


Sir Oliver Lodge, President of British Association, Delivers Address on 


Birmingham, Eng., Sept. 41—Sir 
Oliver Joseph Lodge delivered the in- 
augural address at the meeting of the 
British association at Central Hall last 
night. The hall was crowded ‘to ils 
there being in at- 
tendance fully 4,000 men and women, 
prominent in various branches of 
science. 

‘Lord Rayligh, past president of the 
Royal Society, presided in the absence 
of Sir Edward Albert Schafer, the re- 
tiring president, 

A presidential address before the 
British associatlon has never been 
awaited with such eagerness as the one 
last night. ‘The leading scientists of 
the world were in the audience, In- 
cluding Mme. Currie, the co-discover- 
er with her late husband of Radium, 
and 50 other great foreign savants. 

Usually such addresses are too 
sclentiflo and abstruse ‘to appeal to 
popular taste, but it was known ‘that 
Sir Oliver Lodge was to deal with the 
mystery of afler life and the question 
of the persistence of personality after 
death, and in avowing his belief in such 
after life, the speaker went further 
than any scientist had yet gone toward 
answering a question so profoundly 
interesting to the mass of mankind. 

Speaking on the subject ‘“Continui- 
tty," Sir Oliver Lodge, president of the 
association, touched upon the ques- 
tion of life after death, published fore- 
casts of which intimated startling 
statements, : 

Sir Oliver summarized ils address 
and in his own words his argument 
was: 

“A marked feature of the present 
sclentiflo era is the discoveryr ‘and in- 
terest. of various kinds of analomism, 
so that the continuity seems in danger 
of being lost sight of. 

“Another tendency {3 toward com- 
prehensive negative generalizations 
from a limited point of view. Another 
is to take refuge in vague forms. of 
statement, 

“Another is to deny the existence of 
anything which makes no appeal to 
organs of sense and no ready response 
to Iaboratdry experiment." 

Against these .tendencles the auth- 
or contends. He urges a belief in ulli- 
mate continuity as essential to science. 
Ne regards scientife concentration as 
an inadequate basis for phibosophic 
generalization. He believes that ob- 
scure phenomena may be expressed, if 
properly faced, and he points out that 
the non appearance of anything per- 
fectly uniform and omnipresent is only 
What should be expected and is no ar- 


goment against its real substantial 
eristence.”” 
In conclusion Sir — Oliver touched 


upon the question of life after death. 
He declared his conviction that ‘toc- 
currences now regarded as so occult 
can ‘be examined and reduced to order 
by the methods of science carefully 
and persistently applied.” and that “al- 
ready the facts so examined have con- 
vinced me that memory and affection 
are not limited to ithat assoctation with 
matter by which alone they can mani- 
fest themselves here and now, and 
that personality persists beyond bodi- 
ly death.” 

Sir Oliver further declared: “The evi- 
dence to my mind goes to prove that 


You can’t expect to keep your! disearnate {ntelligence, under certain 
i conditions, may intract with us an the 


material side,” and thai “we may hope 
to attain some understanding of the na- 
ture of a larger, perhaps ethereal exist- 
ence, and of the conditions regulating 
intercourse across the chasm.” 

In the course of his remarks lead- 
ing up to these interesting declara- 
tions, Sir Oliver said: 

“Elminating from our view, as is 
always necessary, a great mass of hu- 
man activity and Hmiting ourselves ‘to

“The ether of space,” he said, “is 
at least the great engine of continuity. 
It may be much more, for without: tt 
there could hardly be a material uni- 
verse at all.” 

Attacking the school. of arbitrary 
scientists who attempt to account for 
a ne by precise scientific laws, he 
sald:)- : 

“But éf we have learned from science 
that evolution is ‘real, we have learned 
a great deal. 

“That evolution progress {s real, is 
a doctrine of profound signifeance, and 
our efforts at social betterment, are 
Justified because we are a part of the 
scheme, a part: that has become con- 
Sclous, a part that realizes, dimly at 
any rate, what it Is doing and what it 
is aiming at. 

“Either we are immortal beings or 
we are not. We may not know our 
destiny, but we. must have-a destiny 
of some sort. eThose who make de- 
mials are just astHkely to be wrong as 
those who make! assertions, © In fact! 
deniais are associations thrown Into 
negative form. Science may not be able 
to creveal human, destiny, but it cer- 
tainly should not. obscure tt. Things 
are as they are, whether we find them 
out or:not. If we make rash and false 
statements, posterity will detect us, if 
posterity ever troubles its head about 
us. Iam one of those who think that 
the methods of science are not so limit- 
ed.in their scope as has been thought: 
that: they can be applied mucti more 
widely and that the psyehie region can 
be studied and brought under law too. 
Allow us, anyhow, to make the al- 
tempt. 

“This Is no place to enter into de- 
tails or to diseuss facta scorned by 
orthodox science, but I cannot help re- 
membering that any utterance criticiz- 
ed by generations yet unborn, whose 
knowledge must inevitably be fuller 
and wider than our own.

Want Information Before Ac- 
cepting Offer of Ninth St, 
Ratepayers for Paving, 


Before submitting their report on 
the paving of Ninth street, {n aecord- 
ance With the offer of the property 
owners to take debentures of the city 
for this work, the public works com- 
miltee asked the city engineer for a 
report which has just been submitted. 
In this report the city engineer gives 
his opinion that it is not good policy 
for the cily to authorize these addi- 
tions to the paving program this year, 
when obher slreets have had to be cut 
out, ; 

The proposal of the Ninth ‘street 
property owners to do the work at 
once and take care of the fn- 
ancing themselves fs dealt with by the 
city engineer, as follows: 

No Special Objection. 

“There does not exist any objection 
other than might exist in connection 
with any other street in this vicinity. 
However, the taking on of additional 
work at ithis Season of the year is a 
matiler that should ‘be considered ser- 
fously. It was our endeavor in car- 
rying out this year's program to ar- 
range, if possible, to complete all pav- 
ing work by the end of October, as it 
is not desirable to lay conerete too 
late in the autumn, The length of 
time that work can be continued 
would demand, of course, somewhat 
on the season, However, I think it 
should be stipulated if additional work 
is authorized that the city reserve the 
right to stop this work at any stage 
that climatic conditions may make 
such action necessary. The property 
owners must be prepared to put up 
with such conditions as may be Im- 
posed on them by reason of leaving 
‘their street’ in an unfinished condi- 
tion during the winter. 

“In general,’ continued the engin- 
eer, “I think the paving program 
should be outlined at the beginning of 
the year at the amount that the city 
feels {t can undertake and finance, 
and It should then be considered as a 
first duty to complete this program 
in preference to increasing it, before 
4t 4s known fully whether the original 
program can be carried out.”

On Being Asked to Find Pur- 
chaser, He Recalled that Re- 
ward Had Been Offered, and 
Tells Police, 


London, Sept. 14—Amazing evidence, 
more resembling fletion than fact, was 
given today al the Bow street police 
court In the hearing of ‘the charge 
against flve men named Lockett, Griz- 
zards, Silverman, Gutwirth and Mo- 
Carty, of stealing and receiving the 
$585,000 pearl necklace, the property 
of Max Meyer which was taken from 
the mails July 45th or 16th between 
London and Paris. 

The statement by the treasury coun- 
sel, Ronald Muir, bore out a story pub- 
lished by ‘the Paris Matin last week. 
Whether the pearls were stolen in 
France or England is not yet clear. 

In Antaverp, one of the prisoners, 
Gutwirth, met a relative of his wife 
named Brandstater, and, in the course 
of a conversation, asked him If he could 
introduce a purchaser for Meyer's 
necklace. 

Consults .His Cousin, 

Brandstater, remembering the * re- 
ward of $5,000 offered for the recoy- 
ery of the pearls, consulted his cousin, 
named Quadstein, and the two entered 
into negotiations by letter with Gut- 
wirth, who returned to London, 

Meetings took place with Gutwirth, 
Grizzard and Silverman in London tea 
shops and hotels. At one tea shop, 
three of the pearls were passed in a 
match box by one of the prisoners pro- 
tending to be a stranger to his accom- 
plice sitting at the next table. 

In the meantime, Brandstater had 
communicated with Messrs. Price and 
Gibbs, the underwriler's agents, and at 
their suggestion aithird person was in~ 
troduced to the three prisoners and 
named as the principal in the proposed 
purchase, 

Buys Stolen Pearls. 

This, Mr. Spanier, of Paris, who suc- 
ceeded in purchasing two of the stolen 
pearls, actually saw the whole of the 
missing necklace at a meeting at the 
First avenue hotel in Holborn, 

Another meeting was arranged for 
the purchase of the whole of the neck- 
lace at which the police arrested Gut- 
wirth, Grizzard and Silverman, — but 
when they,svere searched it, was. found 
that the necklace. was not in. their pos- 
session. ‘Throughout the negotiations 
the counsel said, the prisoners acted 
with the greatest caution to suard 
against being surprised by the police,
